The Tragedian’s Opinion of Irving and 
Other Actors. 
| From an Interview in the N. ¥. World, | 


Mr. Jobn McCullough, the tragedian, has 
returned to New York after paying a visit to 
London partly for pleasure and partly to make 
arrapgements fora season next yam, To a 
reporter of the Wo:ld yesterday he said he had 
been delighted with his trip to the Old World.

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A Social Tragedy. 

iRechester (N.Y.) Speciai to New York Herald. | 

About 4:50 this afternoon a terrible tragedy 
occurred in the village of Bath,Steuben coun- 
ty. resuiting in the death of a voung lady and 
a well known lawyer of that place. The par- 
ties are Miss Fannie Howell and Kk. Ed Park- 
hurst. The former was a member of one of 
of the oldest families in the town, her father 
being James Howell, a merchant. She is 
twenty-three vears oid. handsome and ac- 
complished. Mr.@arkburst was a young man 
of ability and employed inthe law office of» 
McMaster & Parkhufst. The couple were 
married clandestinely eight years ago ata pie- 
nic. The marriage was at once annulled by 
the courts, the friends of both parties being 
greatly.opposed. By appointments they saw 
each othew, and this tragedy has culminated 
their intimacy. Miss Howell had been spend- 
ing afew weeks at Lake Kenka, returning at 
8 o'clock this afternoon, sand immediately 
‘went tober home. Soon after she was seen 
entering the Nichols House. Parkhurst fol- 
lowed. After about fifteen minutes two shots 
were heard inthe room where they were, at 
an interval of a second apart. 

Several persons rushed to the door of the 
room, whichthey forced open, and found 
Miss Howell lying upon a lounge as if sleep- 
ing, with her band across her breast and life 
extinct. The bal! had entered her left ear. 
Atthe footof the couch VParkhurst’s body 
lay with a ballin Us head, having entered the 
lefteye. Hewasdead. The revolver used 
was a seven shooter and was found under nis 
body. Letters werefound upon Parkhurst, 
one addressed to J. F. Parkhurst: also a note, 
which readin substance as follows: ‘**We had 
rather die than be separated. If we have 
done wrong, forgive us.’’ Another wasa 
note found in her pocket, making an appoint- 
ment to meetatthe Nichols House to-day. 
Parkhurst was to leave fer Chicago, and this 
was to be their final meeting. Miss Howell’s 
mother andtwo brothers were out of town, 
but arrived at 8 p. m. 

A Coroner’s jury viewed the bodies and ad- 
journed to Monday morning. The bodies 
were then removed, that of the young lady to 
her home and that of Parkhurst to the house 
of afriend, as both his parents are dead. 
Jealousy is the cause assigned for the deed. 
The afiair bas caused mtense excitement 
througbout the town. 
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A Museum Gathered From a Sewer.

The large area Urained into the Tiber Creek 
sewer causes a great quantity of gravel and 
sand to accumulate in the level section of that 
conduit between Indiana avenue and the 
James Creek canal. «This section requires to 
be cleared out every year, and many hundreds 
of cart-loads of sand and gravel are removed 
therefrom, which are used for street paving.

In March last a party of prospectors, thir- 
teen in number, procured the necessary pa- 
persfrom Gen. Wilcox allowing them to visit 
the Indian village, on Cataract Creek, inhab- 
ited by, the Ava Supais,a tiibe of Indians 
numberirg all told 200 sous. The party went 
ivem Williamson Valley to the Big Williams 
range, and thence to Pine Spring. Here they 
iound every indication of an old sea bed, the 
giavel ana rocks being round and smooth, 
rimilar to thoseinthe ocean bed. From Pine 
Spring the party di:ected their course for the 
Ava Supai village. whichis reachea by de- 
scendipg from the table land down one of the 
rougbest trails ever traveled by man for a 
distance of fourteen mules, dropping 3,000 
feet. At places along the trail we are told 
that itis not over twenty inches wide, and 
winds around the perpendicular walls of 
sandstone tbat loom above for hundreds of 
feet, while on the other side dark, deep can- 
ons exist, hundreds upon hundreds of feet 
deep, Where by ene false step or move man 
or beast would be sent to eternity. With 
vreat care and good luck, ten of the party 
succeededl in reaching the village, three of 
their pumber returnipg rather than run the 
vauntietin passing down into this awful yet 
warvelous crevice in the earth. 

Tbe Ava Supais practice polygamy, each 
male baving avout three wives. ‘They have 
1,CCO acres of farming land, which is described 
us being ofa yellowish color and mostiy com- 
posed of sand. However, it is said lo produce 
vood corn, pumpkins, melons and beans,with 
ihe aid of irrigating water, of which thev 
have an abundance. They have a peach or- 
chard of 250 trees, which were On the Ist of 
April loaded with small peaches about the 
s.ze Of acorns. 

The party was weli received bythese red 
people. who stated that their greatest desire 
was tobe leftalone intbe enjuyment of their 
jan d and Other property. ‘Their bouses are 
built with pules in arude manner, thatched 
over With bear grass and tule. A few ponies 
are vlltbe stock they have. 

Cutaract Creek headsin the Big Williams 
and San Frarcisco mountains, the streams 
connecting some distance above the Indian 
village. ‘Lbe stream empties into the Big 
Colcrado fifteen mites beiow the Ava Supai 
town. abd ashort distance south of the juac- 
tion of the Little aud Big Colorado rivers. 

‘she pally altempted to explore Cataract 
Creek to its confluence with the Colorado, but 
were unable todo so from the fact that they 
encountered precipice alter precipice from LOU 
to 200 feet perpenuicular, and 1t was in the 
foolhardy attempt of D. W. Mooney, of Wil- 
liams Valley, to desceud one of these perpen- 
dicujar preeipices, 100 feet down, that he was 
dashed to «a sudden and rocky tomb, where he 
LOW rests as be fell, bis companions being .un- 
uble to rescue tbe body. Mr. Mooney took a 
smmull rope hardly balfan inch in diameter, 
tied the enu to a bank, suspended it over the 
brink: then,taking hold of the rope, was soon 
dangling between the bright heavens and the 
dark gorge below. Evidently cramp came in 
bis arms, or his mind gave way, and he fell 
from almost the top to his rocky and lonely 
erave below. The party remained nearly two 
days, devising means and plans to rescue the 
corpse, but with failure, as no one cared to 
risk a descent upona weakrope. The Indians 
infolmed the party that no man had ever pass- 
ed through the canon; that, in fact, the pas- 
suge was only possible for the birds of the air 
or the spirits of the dead. 

The party retraced their steps and went 
around Cataract Creek to the Grand Canyon 
of the Colorado. They tookintbis peculiar 
frexk of nature, and describe the walls, which 
ure about perpendicular, as being about two 
miles (ronda he apex tothe water. W here 
thev bebel@the Grand Canvon the water is 
described as being 100 yards across; still,from 
the elevated view of the explorers the furious 
streum appeared tO be a silver thread of only 
afew inches in width. A canyon two miles 
deep is a great wonder, which will, when the 
thiity-fifth parallel road is completed, draw 
thousands of wonder-seekers annually.

The difference of the intensity of two lights

er in tbe latter case than in the former, in 
which it is not more than 1-100th part. 


A new torpedo-boat, built in England for 
the Italian Government, is mainly constructed 
after the Lightningtype.

They 
are placed well aft, and can be lowered s0 asto 
discharge the smoke and sparks on the water, 
thus greatly lessening the probability of being 
discovered by a vessel about to be attacked.

How a Woman’s Cerset Saved Her 
from the Murderous Assault of Her 
Lover.

As long ago as last fall, however, 
the was a frequent visitor to the Cahill resi- 
dence, No. 712 Bush street, being a friend of 
Mrs. Cabill. Her frequent visits there natt- 
rally placed Mrs. Cahill and herself on terms 
of intimate acquaintanceship. Cahill was 
constantly called away to Pioche. Finally he 
secured a schoo) for her there which she went 
up totake charge of. But she did not remain 
very long. Aboutthe time she returned, it 
is said, a coolness beween her and Mrs. Cahill 
was Obeerved, but itdid not last long. Six 
weeks ago Miss Ciprico was married. Mr. 
Scheeline, the bridegroom. was an old man 
who Bad married daughters older than his 
bride. Butthis was deemed no objection, as 
he was very wealtby. 

After the marriage Cahill continued a fre- 
quent visitor atthe bouse, comimg always in 
tbe afternoon when Mr. Scheeiine was down 
town. The last visit took place at 1:45 o’clock 
yesterday. He walked to the dining-room, 
where Mrs. Scheeline was sitting in the bay- 
window. A second later he had dfawn a re- 
volver, reached over and placed it close to her 
left bheast, which was next him, and fired. 
She sprang to her feet. leaned, half-fainting, 
against the window-sill, and saw him place 
the pistol tohis breast and fire one shot and 
then to bis forghead and fire a second, after 
which he staggered and fein a heap omthe 
floor at the foot of the sofa.A crowd of neigh- 
bors, Officers Reenbauz, William Little and 
Monahan being among the throng, quickly 
rushed in and found Mrs. Scheeline ina 
ktunped condition, still leaning against the 
window, and her dying lover in an uncon- 
scious condition at the foot of the sofa, the 
fatal weapon by bis side and the blood well- 
ing inatbick purplish stream from an ugly 
bole in bis forebead.

He imagined he 
owned the Palace Hotel,and in passing by 
that building yesterday morning he remarked 
that he thought it was swimming around. 

Magnetic Storm on Thursday. 
{From the Hartford (Conu.) Times, Aug. 12. ] 

A very curious electrical phenomenon was 
witnessed this morning at the oftice of the 
American Union Telegraph Company in this 
city. Shortly after 9 o’clock the strange work- 


ing of the wires indicated trouble of some ! 


kind. Tests were made as usual, in order to 
locate the trouble, but the cbief operators 
were for a time utterly at fault. The tests 
made indicated the presence of a current on 
the wires from some foreign source. It was 
tirst supposed that the battery came from 
contact with the wires with those of some 
other line; but further tests showed that this 
could not have been the case, as all the wires 
were more or less affected. The wires were 
then disconnected from the main battery at 
Boston, and signals were sent and received 
between Hartford and Boston and interme- 
diate stations. The current was continuous, 
but intermittent in strength, at one moment 
‘being strong, then gradually decreasing in 
strength until the instruments barely showed 
the presence of acurrent. At 11 o’clock the 
wires were working as usua]. The cause of 
tbe phenomenon witnessed is not known, but 
is supposed by some electricians to have some 
connection with the aurora borealis, and if 
tbe disturbance had occurred in the night 
season it would probably have been accom- 
panied bv a brilliant display of ‘Northern 
lights.”’ So wide-spread and long-continued 
an electrical storm as that df this morning is 
seldom witnessed, and one of equal intensity 
has not been known before for several years, 
Mr. J. H. Lounsoury, of the American Union 
Line, informs us.

Terrible Sufferings of a Colony in 
Brazil. 


| From the New York Trioune, 15th. | 


In the rotunda in, Castle Garden yester. 
day sat a group of sixty-eight men, women 
and children, nearly destitute of clothing ang 
money. Thev bad arrived from Rio Janeiro 
on‘Friday night on board the steamship Sirius, 
After stating that they were destitute and 
were desirous of going to Kansas, they were 
summoned before Secretarv Jackson, of the 
Board of Commissioners of Emigration, when 


they gave a statement of their experiences for _ 


really four years past, of which the following 
is a summary: 

Thev residcd in the colony of Groff, South. 
(rp Russia, and, reading prospectuses sent to 
them in relation tothe development of Brazil, 
they sent a commiitee to Brazil. Upon the 
report of the commitgee that Brazil was a fer- 
tile country, suitable for products cultivated 
by bem at bome, and that the climate wa, 
£000, thev, with nearly 300 others, sold their 
farms and bouseboid goods, obtained their 
rasspcits and started for their new field of 
lator. Tbey bad Leen promised ocean trans- 
portation free, and a few of the emigrants 
were curelers of their money, and when 
they reached Bremen, where tbey were 
to take the steamer, were obliged ta 
borrow from tbe others. 
by the steamship Berlip, and arrived at Rio 
Janeiro the latter part of January. In the 
course cf the voyave two of the women and 
thirty-two of the children died. At Rio Ja- 
neiro they were met by an interpreter, and 
two days afferward went by steamer to An- 
tonio, therce to Cordera by wagon, a journey 
of thyee days, where they were left by the 
agent to look out for themselves. They 
found employmentin building a public road, 
but received insufticient pay for their labor 
to support themselves. avirg received in- 
formation that some of their country people 
were at Palmyra, they went there and were 
allotted sections of land by the Government, 
which also furnished them with corn, wheat 
and other seeds for planting. They pur- 
cbased horses and agricultural implements, 
intending to settle in Palmyra. The soil 
proved sandy, ard the land rocky. The 
growth from tbe seecs reached abqut an inch 
in height, when it withered and died. 

They remained at Palmyra about a year and 
a balf, during which time they proved their 
inability to raise coffee, rice, tobacco or cot- 
ton, andtbe heath of their families failing, 
they concluded to return to their native 
homes. or to the United States. The Govern- 
ment furnished food tothem, and they went 
to Baranqua, where alarge numer of the 
(migrants, who could afford to pay their pas- 
sage, went back to Eurupe. The rest of them 
remaiped and camped outin the woods,where 
they were again provided with seeds by the 
Goverpment. Their efforts to raise crops 
sgain failed, and six months afterward they 
went intothe city of Baranqua, where thev 
were employed on the streets and received 
seventy-five cents a dav each, which enabled 
them to support their tumilies. After a few 
monpthsthey were sentto Rio Janeiro at the 
Government expense,and lay about the docks 
exposedto the burning sun and weather for 
abouttwo weeks. They were then taken to 


the police station, andafter remaining about 


two weeks were sent to Para du Babia,a small 
Village sixty miles from Rio Janeiro. They 
remained at this tillage nearly six months, 
being supported by the Government,anil were 
then sent peck to Rio Janeiro, and July 2 
sailed from Rio Janeiro for New York. 

‘lhe party consists of fifteen men, 
thirteen women and forty children, and 
the entire.funds in their possession is $221 1). 
How thev will be disposedof the Commis- 
siovers of Emigration will decidein a few 
days.

said: ‘ 
Mr. Chairman and Citizens of Indiana: 

The real question is not whether a change in 
Washington is politic, but whetner itis vossi- 
ble. The issue is notto ascertain the will of 
the majority, but whether that well known wil! 
can be permanently defied. It is not why 
should the people want a change’ but, can 
thev have itif they want it” 

Thrice in six years the American people 
showed unmistakaLly that they wanted a 
change in the character of their National Gov- 
ernment.

LESSONS BY FRANCE AND ENGLAND, 

Not long ago we read that the French peopie 
ordered a change intheir National Govern- 
ment. It was a greatcrisis. The Marshal. 
President had a confiict with the French Con- 
gress. Itwuasaconflict very much like the one 
we hadin this countrv—between place, torce 


/ and power as against public opinion—the will 


It was said that MacMahon 
would never yield. Troops were ordered out. 
Varis was attever heat. It looked like anoth- 
er revolution. The unarmed representatives 
of the people seemed to be powerless against 
the fearless military President with the half 
million soldiers at his command. But there was 
no bloodshed. Marshal MacMahon submitted. 
He vacated the Presidency and stepped into 
oblivion. It was atriumph of public opinion. 
It wasu victory of the will of the people over 
military foice. It was self-government. 

A few months ago we read thatthe people oft 
England, too, ordered aciiange in their Na 
tional Government. England has a Queen and 
Empress, and no republican institutions. Tue 
English (Queen was known to have a strong 
personal disiike ot Mr. Gladstone—an aversion 
which the whole royal familv had tregquently 
ana most oftensively demonstrated. It was 
said that the (Jueen never would submit, never 
would yield, never would send tor Mr. Glad- 
stone to make him rime Minister. There was 
no law, no lire in the Constitution requiring it 
—only custoin and public opinion—the will of 
the people. We beard of great excitement and 
another greatcrisis. But the Queen, after sev- 
elal efforts to the contrary, finally yielded. 
Mr. Gtadstone was sentfor. Heis l’rime Min- 
ister of :ngland to-day. 

In this case, too, it was a great 
triumph of public opinion—a triumph of 
representative institutions—a triumph of pop- 
ular self zovernment. 

Sut how was it bere in tree America when we 
last elected our President’ Did public opinion, 
the willot the people. the voice of law, the 
letter of the Constitution prevail here’ Was 
the choice.ot the great majority not kept out 
of his place by the greatest traud ever known 
in history *” 

Let us suppose that you, tor instance, bad a 
house which you leased to some party for four 
years; that the lease required the premises to 
be kept tin good conaition and prohibited 
any alteration; that for generally bad conduct 
and gross violation of these conditions you 
refuse torenew the lease wnen it expires and 
demand that the premises be vacated; that 
the party by forgery and fraud continues not 
only to occupy the premises in defiance ot! 
your will but makes radical alterations in the 
structure—would vou not think there was 
some doubt about who really owned the house 
—you who had thelight or the party who had 
the possession: 

The party I speak of is the Republican party.

And what is Imperialism? 

Injustice, inequality, class distinctions, priv- 
ileges to the tew, wrong to the many, corrup- 
tion and venality, but above all—fraudulent 
one man power. 

Those who wait for a king or emperor to ap- 
pear before they recognize Imperialism will 
wait until it is too late. Nopurple orthrone,no 
sceptre or crown, no kingor emperor willever 
heraid its adventinthiscountry. Its natural 
advance guards are Venality, Fraud and Cen- 
tralization. 

It is all the more dangerous because it comes 
unheralded and unheeded. , Its spirit may 
creep into the arterics of fred institutions, its 
essence may poison the very life blood of lib- 
erty. Already Imperialism rulesin the name 
and form of many republics. More liberty ex- 
ists under the British Empire thanthe South- 
American so-called republics. Less self-gov- 
ernment exists under the name of some l’resi- 
dents than that of kings. Names signify 
nothing. They deceive rather than denomin- 
ate. Brazil has a monarch who is really 
a republican. There are many republicans 
inthis country wbo are really monarchs. 
England has a legitimate empress who does 
not govern, but obeys the people and Par- 
liament, while our illegitimate President 
overgoverns and defies the people and 
Congress. . 

Show me aland where the will ot Congress 
is held in contempt by the executive, and 
where by the impudent use of the veto power 
it ceases to be the executive and becomes 
the dfctator of Congress—; show me a land 
where seats inthesenate sre bought with the

presidency, aud ° you have shown 
and seen the spirit of 
The danger is notabout achangein theform, 
but the spirit ot our government. That dan- 
r has actually come. It istbefore us now. 
t is the issue of the hour and the dnty of the 
Democracy 1s to meetit, battle withit, over- 
throw it and restore and re-establish the same 
principles of true, popular seif-government 
upon wbich the Republic was originally found- 
ed and without which itis sure to founder. 

Gentlemen, those who were born to it may 
treat it as a matter of course, but I prize 
American citizensbip.

When bythe secret march of cen- 
tralization and the open defiance of a daring 
and desperate political party this nepublic it- 
seif is infected by tendencies of imperialism— 
what more natural, What more fit, what moge 
grateful than that those should be first to rec- 
ognize the danger, give the signal ot alarm 
and come to the rescue who know from actual 
sad experience what imperialism really is and 
who owe their freedom to the Republic?

THAN POVERTY. 

One point made by Republican orators is the 
great prosperity of the country. ‘‘The coun- 
try is doing remarkably well—everybody is 
prosperous—all duetothe Republican partv, 
of course—why not let well enough alone?’’’ 
If there is prosperity inthe land, itis in spite 
of and not on account ot the ruling party; it 
is through the labor of the toiling millions, not 
the work of politicians; through un- 
exampled resources, harvests and fndus- 
tries of a marvelous country, and 
not through a notoriously fraudulent 
administration or acorrupt party.

The Fitzgerald Family Again Be- 
fore the Public.

A Divorce Day in the Circuit Court—U. 
S. Business—Legal Notes. 


* The Fitzgerald divorce case, which was re- 
ported some duys ago in the Post-DIs- 
PATCH, had a= short. rua, when it 
was withdrawn, as it appeared 
that the plaintiff had not married the defend- 
antand consequently the solemn act of the 
Court was not necessary to dissolve the 
flimsily constructed union between the two 
parties tothe suit. To-day Lizzie Smith, or 


Fitzgerald, as she is incliffer- 
ently called, came into court 
and entered the foliowing remarkable 


suit for $10,000 damages. She states that on 
October 1, 1875, at the request of her quon- 
dam husband, James Fitzgerald, she went 
to —_ live with bim as is wife. 
At his request she adopted the name of Fitz- 
eerald, sndthetwotbhen and there assumed 
toeacb other tbe rejation of married persons, 
and that they became busband and 
wife by their own act, agreement and con- 
sent, the defendant agreeing to have their 
marriage, which had been entered into as 
aforesaid, certified before a priest or other 
lawful authority. That from said time for- 
ward they resided togetherwas husband and 
wife until about March 1, 1880, when 
he finally abandoned and deserted 
plaintiff and has ever since remained absent 
from her, and has refused to have their said 
marrisze celebrated before a priest or 
otber Jawful authority, though often 
requested sotodo. On November 2, 1S74,a 
child was born of said union and voluntary 
marriage of plaintiff and de- 
fendant, which child was christenci 
atthe defendant’s request by the name of 
Ida Fitzgerald, and on its death, which 
occurred Deeember 22, i874, he caused 
bis child to b2 buried in Calvary 
Cemetery under the name of Ida Fitz- 
cerald. Lizzie further goes on to say that 
during the several years she and the defend- 
ant resided together as hisband and wife 
under and according to theirg@said mutual 
marriage as aforesaid she faithfullv served 
him as his wife and discharged ali her duties 
as such, and was introduced and held 
out to the world by defendant 
as his wife and was treated by himin all re-« 
spectsas such,and he instructed Lizzie to 
state to her friends, relatives and ac- 
quaintances tbat she was married to 
defendant. She further states that she has 
served defendant faithfully as his wife for 


nearly seven vears: that he has desert- 
ed her and has refused long- 
er to recognize their voluntary 


marriage and has deserted and abandoned 
ber, and bas refused to have their said mar- 
riage celebrated before auy lawful authority. 
Therefore by reason of the premises she has 


been damaged in the sum of 310,000, for 
which she asks judgment. She signs her 


name by across to the petition as Lizzie 
Fitzgerald, Mr. Mc(iinodly is her attorney, 
and there will doubtless be a very interesting 
trial when the case comes up in court.

Gundeker’s Suit. 

The taking of depositions in the case of 
Henry Gundeker against several members of 
the Democratic Central Committee was re- 
sumed at 2 o’clock this afternoon in the office 
of M. Mckeag beforethe stenographic no- 
tarv, A.A. Oldfield. Mr. E. P. McCarty, 
who appeared as counselfor Mr. Cabell and 
some other of the defendants, stated for the 
benefit of all parties that his clients had been 
fully advised by him of their legal rights with 
reference to the taking of these depositions, 
and that under the direct ruling of the Court 
of Appeals in the habeas. corpus case of J. I. 
Krieger, Sr., and the case of Loenck ys. 
Schell and others, the taking of these derposi- 
tions can be legally prevented, as a misuse of 
legal process, and as being without warrant 
oflaw. They had also been advised that, 
notwithstanding the suspicion naturally at- 
tending such a proceeding instituted in the 
midst of a political campaign, so long as the 
investigation should appear to be conducted 
fairly, within the rules of evidence, and 
direeted solely to the charges 
in the petition. of fraud at the primaries, or 
fraudulent combination to forestall or pre- 
vent the fair expression of the wishes of 
Democratic voters at the primary election, it 
was their duty to waive their legal right to 
stop the annoyance, and to permit and facili- 
tate sucha legally-conducted investigation. 
Such is their attitude now, and such it would 
continue to be solong as he represented them 
as their attorney. It was due to all of the cle- 
fendants, and especially to those who are 
columitteemen, to say that such is their un- 
qualified desire. 1f the primaries were fraud- 
ulently conducted, such fraud should be ex- 
»0sed, andthe perpetrators meet with the 
oss of character such exposure would entail. 
But, onthe other hand, it is due to their 
position and their party to meet any attempt 
to merely gratify malevolence, or the spleen 
of disappointed aspirants, or to furnish gos- 
sip for political antagonists, or to injure 
honest party organization in such a manner 
as to protect their politica] trust, and make it 
alandmark that will warn the most hardy 
against repeating the experiment. Mr. Mc- 
Carty also called the attention of the notary to 
his own duty in the matter.

Poisoned Watermelons. 
Austin Telegram. | 

A new sort of poisoning seems to have 
broken out in certain localities in this State. 
A report reaches me to-day of the fatal poi- 
soning of six men under very peculiar circum- 
stances in Falls county. A day or two since 
six white men, citizens of the neighborhood, 
were riding along the road, when, observing a 
farmer at work in his watermelon patch near 
the roadside, they called to and obtained per- 
mission from him to get down and help them- 
seives to melons. UOneor two of the largest 
melons were selected and the men proceeded 
toeat. Very soon they became deathly sick. 
‘Three of them died while attempting to climb 
the fence, and the sixth man fell dead whiie 
trying te mount hishorse. The owner of the 
melons is said to bave disclaimed anv knowl- 
edge of what causedthe fatal results, claiming 
that he had himself eaten heartily of the mel- 
ons inthe same patch just before the men 
rode up. Heissaid to have been takenin 
hand by a number of incensed citizens, who 
would undoubtedly have lynched him on the 
spot but forthe apparent candor of bis state- 
ment.

DROPSY OF THE HEART. 


The Cause of Adelaide Neilson’s 
Death.

Reminiscences of Her Visits to St. Louis 
—The Ring Afiair—Her Jewels.

Paris, August 17.—A post mortem ex- 
amination attributes the death of Miss Neilson 
to dropsy of the heart, accelerated by ex- 
treme indigestion. Miss Neilsen was driving 
in the Bois de Boulogne,when she was seized 
with sudden illness, and was conveyed to the 
nearest restaurant, where she expired. Her 
remains will be buried in Brompton Ceme- 
tery, London, at the end of the week. 


Neilson in St. Louis. 

Miss Neilson ’s first appearance in St. Louls 
was in 1872, when ske first made her bow toa 
trans-Mississipp: audience at the Olympic 
Theater. Altogether Miss Neilson has ap- 
pesred six times in St. Louis. First, 
in 1872 at the Olympic; 1873, 
Olympic; 1874, De Bar’s Grand 


1880, 
Neilson played under own 
mapvagement. Messrs. Simmons & Wall being 
her agents. In 1874 Mr. Max Strakosch be- 
came her manager, and under his direction it 
was that she commenced and completed her 
farewell American tour. She played what 
was to have been her farewell perfoimance 
here during the week beginning Monday, De- 
vember 29, of last year, and continued her 
engagement fortwo weeks. She made afare- 
well speech Saturday, January 12, of this 
vear, after playing Juliet in ‘*Romeo and 
Juliet.’’ and ail believed it would be 
her last appearance in St. Louis, 
at least, for years. Owing, however, 
to the fact that Booth’s Theater, New York, 
could not be secured until three weeks later 
than orginally intended for the New 
York season, Miss Neilson nad 
three weeks not tilled up, and 
she was accordingly induced to return to St. 
Louis and play another farewell engagement 
at the Olympic. This was during the last week 
of Lent—Passion week—and shbe piayed five 
nights and a matinee, opening on ‘Tues lay 
evening, March 25, and terminating Satur- 
day evening.
